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Luminaries  Celebrate  Opening  Of  China  Showcase 


To  an  unwitting  observer  out¬ 
side  the  Metropolitan  Center  on 
the  evening  of  September  21,  it 
may  have  appeared  as  if  the  cast 
from  the  musical  play  “The  King 
and  I”  had  become  disoriented  en 
route  from  the  dressing  room  to 
the  stage  and  wandered  back  into 
the  theater  through  the  front  en¬ 
trance  along  with  its  exceptionally 
well-dressed  audience. 

However,  the  280  men  and 
women  variously  clad  in  brilliant 
Chinese  costumes,  tuxedos  and 
evening  gowns  were  neither  per¬ 
formers  or  theatergoers,  but  dis¬ 
tinguished  members  of  the 
Chinese,  artistic  and  educational 
communities  of  greater  Boston 
who  came  to  celebrate  the  opening 
of  the  Chinese  Culture  Institute’s

•  The  number  of  Asian  and 
Pacific  Islanders  (API)  in  the  U.S. 
rose  from  1.5  million  in  1970  to 
3.5  million  in  1980,  an  increase 
which  primarily  reflects  the  lifting 
of  restrictive  immigration  quotas 
on  Asians  in  1968. 

•  More  than  2  million  API  live  in 
the  western  region  of  the  country, 
while  more  than  half  a  million 
reside  in  the  northeast  region. 

•  From  1970  to  1980,  the  Chinese 
population  in  the  U.S.  nearly 
doubled  (435,062  to  806,027), 
making  it  the  largest  Asian  group 
in  the  country;  the  Filipino  popu¬ 
lation  more  than  doubled  (343,060 
to  774,640)  to  become  the  second 
largest  Asian  minority;  the 
Japanese  population,  which  rank¬ 
ed  first  in  1970,  placed  third  with 
an  increase  of  only  18.5  percent 
(591,290  to  700,747);  the  Korean 
population  more  than  quadrupled 
(69,130  to  354,529)  and  ranks  as 
the  fourth  largest  Asian  group. 

•  The  Vietnamese  population  in 
the  U.S.  numbered  261,714  and 
the  Asian  Indians  361,544,  the 
first  time  these  groups  were 
counted  as  separate  categories  by 
the  U.S.  census. 

•  Massachusetts  has  the  thir¬ 
teenth  largest  API  population 
(49,501)  among  states  in  the  U.S., 
dropping  from  its  sixth  place  rank 
in  1970  when  its  API  population 
numbered  22,389. 

•  75  percent  of  the  state’s  API 
live  in  the  Boston  Standard 
Metropolitan  Statistical  Area. 

•  Nearly  50  percent  of  the  state’s 
API  reside  in  Boston,  Cambridge,

•  30.6  percent  of  Mass.  API  are 
in  the  City  of  Boston. 

•  34  percent  of  Boston’s  API  live 
in  the  Chinatown/South  Cove 
area  (census  tracts  702,  704  and 
705)  bound  by  Tremont,  Rutland, 
Shawmut,  East  Berkeley,  Hud¬ 
son,  Beach  and  Boylston  Streets 
and  the  Southeast  Expressway. 

•  Another  25  percent  of  Boston’s 
API  live  in  Allston-Brighton. 

•  In  1980,  3.1  percent  of  the  U.S. 
Chinese  population  lived  in 
Massachusetts  compared  to  3.2 
percent  in  1970. 

•  About  half  of  the 
Massachusetts  API  population  is 
Chinese. 

•  The  Chinese  population  in  the 
state  increased  by  78.5  percent 
between  1970  and  1980  (14,012  to 
25,015)  and  remains  the  largest 
Asian  minority  in  the  state;  the  se¬ 
cond  largest  API  group  in  Mass,  is 
Asian  Indians  (8,387),  followed 
by  Koreans  (4,655),  Japanese 
(4,483),  Vietnamese  (3,172),  Fili¬ 
pino’s  (3,073),  Hawaiians  (374), 
Guamanians  (197)  and  Samoans 
(145). 

•  Massachusetts  has  the  sixth 
largest  Chinese  population  in  the 
U.S.,  a  drop  from  fifth  largest  in 
1970.  (See  table  showing  the  ten 
states  with  largest  Chinese  popula¬ 
tions.) 
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(CCI)  new  art  gallery,  the  China 
Showcase. 

The  China  Showcase,  which  oc¬ 
cupies  1600  square  feet  of  space  in 
the  lower  lobby  of  the  Met  Center, 
represents  the  first  completed  por¬ 
tion  of  an  arts  complex  devoted  to 
promoting  Chinese  culture.  The 
CCI  complex  will  also  include  a 
second  smaller  art  gallery,  a  shop, 
a  reception  area,  offices  and 
possibly  an  Asian  garden,  all  to  be 
housed  in  or  adjacent  to  the  Met 
Center.  Space  for  the  two  galleries 
were  donated  by  the  Met  Center 
and  Tufts  New  England  Medical 
Center. 

Amid  the  opening  night  fanfare 
of  classical  music,  a  traditional 
Chinese  dance  and  lion  dance 
came  the  ceremonial  cutting  of  the 
ribbon  by  Dr.  An  Wang,  honor¬ 
ary  chair  of  the  CCI  Founders 
Committee  and  principal  of  Wang 
Laboratories,  and  the  opportunity 
to  preview  the  gallery’s  inaugural 
exhibit  “East  Meets  West.” 

“East  Meets  West”  brings 
together  intricately  carved 
wooden  and  soapstone  figurines, 
porcelains  from  the  American  sea 
trade  with  China  in  the  19th  cen¬ 
tury  and  exquisite  calligraphy  and 
paintings  by  principal  masters  of 
the  20th  century,  which  are  on 
loan  from  three  local  museums. 
The  exhibit  was  expected  to  be 
open  to  the  public  free  of  charge 
beginning  October  5,  when  reno¬ 
vation  of  the  second  gallery  at  272 
Tremont  Street  would  be  com¬ 
pleted,  and  will  run  through 
December  11. 

The  objectives  of  the  CCI  and 
its  arts  complex,  which  has  been 
three  years  in  the  making,  are  “to 
preserve  and  enhance  the  rich 
Chinese  cultural  heritage;  to  im¬ 
prove  East-West  understanding; 
and  to  promote  cultural  exchange 
among  the  various  ethnic  and 
racial  groups  in  the  nation  and

more  specifically  in  the  metropoli¬ 
tan  Boston  area.” 

According  to  CCI  President 
Doris  Chu  ,  the  institute  will 
achieve  these  objectives  by  offer¬ 
ing  exhibits  on  works  by  contem¬ 
porary  Chinese  artists  in  the  U.S. 
and  abroad,  on  Chinese  hand¬ 
crafts  and  folk  art,  and  on  histori¬ 
cal  Chinese  art  objects,  by  con¬ 
ducting  classes  and  workshops  in 
Chinese  painting,  calligraphy, 
music  and  drama  and  lectures  and 
seminars  on  Chinese  literature, 
history,  philosophy,  art  history 
and  language,  and  by  sponsoring 
performances  of  Chinese  opera, 
dance,  music  and  historical 
costume  shows. 

The  CCI  aims  to  serve  the 
Chinese,  artistic,  educational  and 
cultural  communities  of  greater 
Boston  by  providing  them  with 
the  kind  of  Chinese  cultural 


resource  center  already  found  in 
New  York  and  San  Francisco, 
Chu  said. 

Professor  John  King  Fairbank, 
;he  author  of  numerous  books  on 
East  Asia  and  the  director  of  the 
East  Asian  Research  Center  at 
Harvard  University,  remarked  in 
his  speech  at  the  opening  celebra¬ 
tion,  “It’s  high  time  we  had  a 
center  based  on  this  idea.  Chinese 
are  the  biggest  talent  pool  in  this 
area  .  .  .  The  (CCI)  center  will 
allow  local  non-Chinese  and 
Chinese  leadership  to  join  hands 
on  the  common  universal  ground 
of  art.” 

Other  speakers  that  night  in¬ 
cluded  Dr.  Chu,  Dr.  Wang, 
Chinese  Economic  Development 
Council  Chair  George  Pan,  and 
Met  Center  President  Henry  S. 
Lodge. 


Learning  The  Hard  Way 


Irate  parents  of  Boston  public 
school  students  September  25 
charged  that  Superintendent 
Robert  Spillane  has  let  basic 
education  take  a  back  seat  to  his 
policy  of  fiscal  restraint. 

According  to  representatives  of 
the  Citywide  Parents’  Advisory 
Council  (CP AC),  a  continual  lack 
of  preparation  and  planning  by 
the  superintendent  and  the  school 
committee  has  thrown  the  school 
system  into  a  state  of  chaos  since 
the  new  academic  year  began  on 
September  9. 

To  ensure  students  will  receive 
quality  education  despite  the 
alleged  negligence  of  school  of¬ 
ficials,  a  task  force  composed  of 
concerned  parents  and  teachers 
will  be  set  up  to  monitor  the 
schools,  they  announced. 

Barbara  Myers,  a  CPAC 
spokesperson  and  a  member  of 
the  screening  committee  which 
earlier  this  year  helped  to  select 
the  new  school  superintendent, 
said,  “He  (Spillane)  knew  what 


the  system  was  like  when  he  took 
this  position,  so  he  should  have 
had  a  plan  ready  by  September  9. 
He  was  picked  based  on  his  quali¬ 
fications,  which  indicated  he 
could  turn  the  system  around.” 

“The  sad  thing  about  all  of  this 
is  that  we  are  going  to  have  alot  of 
kids  on  the  streets  because  they 
can’t  cope  with  the  current  educa¬ 
tional  system.  And  years  down  the 
road,  the  system  will  have  to  pay 
for  their  re-education,”  CPAC 
spokesperson  Carmen  Pola  said. 

As  evidence  of  the  disorder  and 
confusion  in  Boston  public 
schools,  the  parents  cited  in¬ 
stances  of  classes  which  were  over¬ 
crowded,  were  without  supplies 
and  books,  had  no  assigned 
teachers,  had  teachers  aides  serve 
as  instructors  or  had  lost  their 
teachers  with  each  new  wave  of 
layoffs. 

They  also  reported  inadequate 
security  measures  existed  in  some 
schools  and  there  have  been  in¬ 
cidents  of  racial  tension  and 


harassment  among  teachers.  “We 
do  not  want  our  children  exposed 
to  this  issue.  They  have  suffered 
ample  trauma  in  the  name  of 
education,”  they  stated. 

Changes  in  the  provision  of 
transportation  services  have  been 
another  source  of  anger  and  frus¬ 
tration  for  parents.  Some  students 
who  last  year  qualified  for  bus  ser¬ 
vice  may  this  year  face  daily  walks 
of  up  to  45  minutes  and  1  Vi  miles 
over  jojor  roads  without  crossing 
guards. 

In  a  separate  interview,  CPAC 
Asian  Coordinator  Susan  Yan 
Fung  added  that  students  were  al 
no  longer  being  provided  with 
MBTA  discount  cards  and  trans¬ 
fers.  Consequently,  the  oftentimes 
expensive  burden  of  paying  for 
students’  transportation  costs 
must  now  be  born  by  parents,  she 
said.

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Toy  Len  Guen,  ‘American  Mother  Of  1952,’ Celebrates  90th  Birthday

The  Woodfords  Corner 
Laundry  which  stood  on  Main 
Street,  Portland,  ME.,  was  once 
the  home  and  the  means  of  survi¬ 
val  for  Mrs.  Toy  Len  Guen  and 
her  children.  The  shop  opened  at 
seven  in  the  morning,  closed  at 
eleven  in  the  evening,  six  days  a 
week.  And  once,  in  1952,  a  limou¬ 
sine  rolled  up  to  its  front  door  to 
carry  Mrs.  Guen  to  the  capital. 

Mrs.  Toy  Len  Guen,  widow¬ 
ed  in  1939,  American  Mother  of 
‘52,  now  lives  in  Swampscott, 
MA.  with  her  daughter,  Doris. 
This  August  30th,  her  eight  child¬ 
ren,  their  families  and  some  250 
guests  gathered  at  a  banquet  to 
celebrate  her  ninetieth  birthday. 
Relatives,  former  neighbors,  and 
“friends,”  among  them  Mayor 
Kevin  White  and  Senator  Boverini 
occupied  twenty-six  large,  round 
tables  at  Boston’s  “China  Pearl.” 

Reverend  Pan  led  a  prayer. 
Ed  Guen,  the  third  son,  emceed. 
The  Mayor  delivered  a  congratu¬ 
latory  address.  Oldest  grandson, 
Leo,  spoke  as  waiters  served  the 
first  two  courses  of  appetizer, 
followed  by  crocks  full  of  shark’s 
fin  soup.  At  the  end  of  each 
speech  Frank  Chin  translated  the 
English  into  Toisanese  while  Mrs. 
Guen  watched,  listened,  and  smil¬ 
ed. 

Despite  her  white  hair,  shrun¬ 
ken  physical  stature,  and  eye  cat¬ 
aracts,  this  former  laundress, 
mother  of  eight,  grandmother  of 
twenty-four,  and  great-grand¬ 
mother  of  two  remains  remarka¬ 
bly  young  at  age  ninety. 

She  is  the  incontestable 
matriarch  of  her  family,  as  well  as 


an  archetype  of  a  Chinese 
American  pioneer. 

In  1921,  Mr.  Dogan  Guen,  an 
American  born  Chinese  who  serv¬ 
ed  in  World  War  I,  brought  his 
bride,  Toy  Len  Chin,  to  America 
from  Canton.  As  the  wife  of  a 
U.S.  citizen,  Mrs.  Cuen  was  one 
of  the  few  Chinese  permitted  to 
immigrate  during  the  years  of 
Chinese  Exclusion. 

“My  husband  wanted  me  to 
come  with  him  to  work  in  the 
laundry.  He  wanted  me  to  help 
him,”  Mrs.  Guen  recalls.  For  six¬ 
teen  hours  a  day,  she  ironed,  fold¬ 
ed,  packaged  the  laundered 
clothes,  and  waited  on  customers. 
She  rested  on  Sundays. 

Above  the  shop,  the  family 
ate  and  slept  in  a  five  room  apart¬ 
ment.  When  the  children  returned 
from  school,  chores  awaited  them 
at  the  laundry. 

“We  worked  after  school  and 
all  year  round,”  said  Mrs.  Doris 
Wong,  Toy  Len  Guen’s  seventh 
child.  “Sure  you  mind,”  Doris 
responded,  “but  looking  back,  it 
was  good  discipline  and  good  for 
the  family  unit,  but  of  course  you 
didn’t  like  it  at  the  time.  But  she 
was  a  good  mother,  we  had  time 
to  play.” 

After  their  tasks,  the  children 
sometimes  went  to  roller  skate,  or 
used  the  swings,  or  played  hide- 
and-seek.

“Getting  an  ice  cream  cone 
across  the  street  was  the  biggest 
treat  in  the  world,”  Doris  remem¬ 
bers. 

The  Great  Depression  of  the 
thirties  passed  by.  Mrs.  Guen 
scarcely  noticed.  She  never  had 
any  money  anyways. 

“Charging  ten  cents  per  piece 
of  laundry,  how  could  we  get  any 
money.  Sometimes  we  made  nine¬ 
teen  dollars  a  week,  sometimes 
twenty-two.”  The  money  which 
the  husband  and  wife  team  made 
was  just  enough  to  feed  the  family 
of  ten. 

When  her  husband  died, 


Mrs.  Guen  managed  to  run  the 
laundry  with  the  help  of  her  child¬ 
ren.  “By  that  time  my  children 
were  bigger,  they  could  help  me.  It 
was  easier.  When  it  was  just  the 
two  of  us,  my  husband  and  me,  it 
was  awfully  hard.”  Each  child  in 
succession  took  a  year  or  two 
“off”  between  high  school  and 
college  to  work  in  the  laundry. 
With  the  load  of  the  business  on 
her  shoulders,  Mrs.  Guen,  a  single 
parent,  still  found  time  to  cook 
three  meals  a  day  for  her  children. 

That  Mrs.  Guen  won  the  ti¬ 
tle,  Maine’s  Mother  of  the  Year, 
and  a  month  later,  American 
Mother  of  ‘52  is  no  surprise.  But  it 
is  surprising  that  a  woman  of 
Chinese  descent  received  such  ac¬ 
claim  during  the  McCarthy  era. 

Except  for  a  few  minor  inci¬ 
dents  which  were  quickly  remed¬ 
ied,  mother  and  daughter  feel  that 
they  have  not  encountered  any 
real  prejudice. 

“You  know  how  kids  are,” 
Mrs.  Wong  says,  “the  boys  would 
be  taunted  at  school,  they’d  beat 
the  kid  up,  then  everything  would 
be  fine.” 

“We’ve  never  had  any  trou¬ 
ble,”  she  continues,  “the  whole 
community  loved  us,  the  princi¬ 
pals,  the  minister,  the  people  we 
knew  just  liked  us.  We  were  good 
kids;  we  were  law  abiding  and 
respectful.” 


Mrs.  Guen  points  to  a  picture 
of  Mrs.  Harry  S.  Truman  stan¬ 
ding  next  to  a  younger  image  of 
herself.  She  keeps  the  mementoes 
of  her  visit  to  Washington  D.C.  in 
a  shirt-size  paper  box.  Newspaper 
clippings  recount  the  story  of  two 
eventful  weeks  in  May. 

The  New  York  Times  reports 
Toy  Len  Guen’s  selection  as 
America’s  mom  of  the  year  by  the 
Golden  Rule  Foundation  on  May 
5th.  On  May  12th,  Mrs.  Guen  at¬ 
tends  a  luncheon  at  the  White 
House  and  a  tea  at  the  Chinese 
ambassador’s  mansion.  A  picture 
in  another  paper  shows  her  seated 
in  a  convertable.  Toy  Len’s  arms 
held  a  bouquet  of  roses;  her  face,

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Artist  Joanna  Kao:  They  Say  She  Paints  Like  A  Man

Chinese-American  artists  do 
not  come  a  dime  a  dozen,  and  so 
my  interest  was  immediately 
sparked  when  during  the  course  of 
casual  conversation  over  dinner 
with  friends,  the  name  Joanna 
Kao  came  up.  “A  Chinese-Ameri¬ 
can  artist!  Really!  A  rare  breed  in 
these  parts....”  In  our  own  back¬ 
yard,  and  living  in  Cambridge  for 
the  past  ten  years,  Kao,  an  accom¬ 
plished  watercolorist,  has  been  ex¬ 
hibiting  regularly  in  the  Boston 
area  since  1976. 

Kao  is  a  tall,  gangling  species 
of  a  woman  with  long,  straight 
hair  that  exaggerates  her  lankiness 
even  more.  Because  of  her  gossa¬ 
mer-like  frame  —  it  is  difficult  to 
believe  this  is  the  woman  whose 
obsession  with  buildings  has 
found  expression  in  art.  Yet  the 
undulations  in  her  voice  —  at  once 
strong  and  sure,  then  evanescent 
—  reveal  her  even  blend  of  crea¬ 
tivity  and  practicality. 

“They  said  I  paint  like  a 
man,”  she  recalls  of  her  trip  to  the 


People’s  Republic  of  China  this 
past  summer.  The  Chinese  viewed 
her  style  as  bold  and  aggressive  in 
contrast  to  the  usual  delicate 
“maobi”  (Chinese  brush)  techni¬ 
que. 

Kao’s  recent  work  is  an  infi¬ 
nite  collection  of  houses  in  Boston 
proper,  Cambridge,  Somerville, 
and  Newton.  “I  like  the  solidity  of 
architecture,”  she  answers  when 
queried  as  to  why  she’s  chosen  this 
particular  subject  matter.  Wher¬ 
ever  Kao  travels,  her  favorite  is  to 
record  the  architecture  whether  it 
be  palaces  in  China  or  clusters  of 
stores  in  Puerto  Rico.  She  also 
finds  stimulation  in  painting  inter¬ 
iors  and,  most  recently,  automo¬ 
biles.  She  has  not  always  been 
mesmerized  with  the  external,  im¬ 
personal  symbols  of  everyday  life, 
for  when  she  was  in  Vermont,  her 
work  exhibited  effusive,  bright, 
vibrant  foliage.  Her  new  style  re¬ 
veals  a  penchant  toward  darker 
architectural  structures,  a  tenden¬ 
cy  to  include  a  hue  that  is  a  cross 
fertilization  of  cherry  red  and  rus¬ 
ty  brown,  and  a  play  on  light.

works  are  nearly  always  corners, 
angles,  or  pieces  of  edifices,  but 
usually  absent  of  people,  sky,  and 
frondescence. 

Unlike  other  artists,  Kao  did 
not  cultivate  her  talent  during  her 
childhood,  though  she  had  always 
shown  a  gift  for  art  in  her  classes. 
Instead,  she  recalls  being  greatly 
influenced  by  her  father’s  hopes 
that  she  become  a  doctor.  Subse¬ 
quently,  Kao  completed  a  M.A.  in 
zoology  in  preparation  for  a 
career  in  medicine,  however  it  was 
not  until  after  she  began  working 
in  a  research  lab  that  she  discover¬ 
ed  she  wasn’t  deriving  any  satis¬ 
faction  from  it. 

In  1967  during  the  “idealistic 
epoch”  as  Kao  labels  it,  she  broke 
away  for  the  sciences  even  though 
she  “was  scared  to  death  of  her 
father’s  wrath,”  and  pursued  art 
for  a  year  at  the  University  of 
Michigan.  “It  was  the  first  time  I 
had  studied  something  that  I  felt 
very,  very  involved  in,  and  it  was 
fun.” 

The  rest  is  history.  Kao  tra¬ 
velled  to  Paris,  then  studied  in 
Rome  only  to  discover  that  the 
European  approach  to  teaching 
was  too  unstructured.  She  return¬ 
ed  to  the  United  States  and  con¬ 
cluded  studies  at  Radcliffe  College 
Pottery,  Skowhegan  School  of 
Painting  and  Sculpture,  and 
Boston  University. 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting 
of  Kao’s  recent  experiences  is  her 
travel  to  the  People’s  Republic  of

her  mien  the  same  then,  as  they 
are  now. 

Although  Mrs.  Guen  is  illiter¬ 


ate,  she  has  raised  a  family  of  pro¬ 
fessionals.  Carroll,  the  oldest  son, 
is  a  doctor  in  Utah.  Richard,  the 
second  son,  is  a  retired  physicist 


who  now  works  as  an  investment 
consultant.  Edward  is  a  chemist 
with  his  doctorate.  Albert,  the 
fourth  in  line,  is  an  attorney  work¬ 
ing  for  the  IRS.  Josephine  has  an 
associate  degree  in  business  and 
works  as  Doris’s  associate.  Ar¬ 
thur,  the  sixth  child,  is  an  elec¬ 
trical  engineer.  Doris  is  a  court 
reporter  who  also  runs  her  own 
business.  And  Janet,  the 
youngest,  has  a  master’s  in  social

Though  she  never  had  the 
chance  to  go  to  school,  Mrs.  Guen 
understood  the  importance  of 
education.

An  avid 
Bruins’  fan,  Toy  Len  Guen  has 
survived  because  of  her  ability  to 
change  with  the  times  and  her 
keen  interest  in  life.  In  her,  we  see 
fragments  of  ourselves:  the  will  to 
endure,  the  determination  to 
realize  the  “opportunities”  which 
is  the  promise  of  America,  and  the 
determination  to  make  the  future 
better  for  the  next  generation. 

Through  thirty  years  of  hard 
work,  patience,  and  self-sacrifice, 
Mrs.  Guen  has  given  her  children 
and  grandchildren  opportunities 
which  she  never  had.

China  in  the  summers  of  ‘79  and 
‘81. 

How  was  she  received,  well  or 
like  a  foreigner?  “People  were  at 
least  curious,  usually  very  friend¬ 
ly,”  she  remembers,  “but  I  always 
stood  out.  My  clothes  were  differ¬ 
ent,  and  even  if  I  tried  to  wear 
Chinese  clothes,  I  had  a  visor  and 
knapsack  that  were  American. 
People  were  just  very  interested  in 
the  fact  that  you  a  Chinese  born  in 
America.” 

Crowds  would  gather  around 
her  while  she  was  painting,  “They 


would  come  up  very  close,  half  the 
time  they  would  look  at  what  I 
was  painting,  and  half  the  time 
they’d  look  at  me.  Sometimes 
someone  would  appoint  them¬ 
selves  spokesperson,  and  ask  me 
where  I  was  from.  I  always  hated 
admitting  that  I  was  from 
America,  that  I  was  a  foreigner.” 

Kao’s  initial  trip  to  China  in 
the  summer  of  ‘79  took  her  to  her 
father’s  village.  “When  we  went 
to  my  father’s  village,  we  were 
mobbed  because  they  came  to  see 
my  father  and  me,  this  Chinese 
kid  who  had  been  raised  abroad.

The  kids  all  took  off  from  school. 
When  I  asked  them  ‘Why  aren’t 
you  in  school’,  they  replied,  ‘We 
all  came  to  see  you.’” 

Feeling  like  the  Pied  Piper, 
Kao  was  followed  everywhere  she 
went  including  the  bathroom,  or 
even  just  to  take  pictures. 

The  visit  to  her  father’s  vil¬ 
lage  moved  her  enough  to  begin 
writing  his  biography.  Perhaps  the 
greatest  result  of  the  sojourn  with 
her  father  is  that  she  became  much 
closer  to  her  parents.  “I  felt  sym¬ 
pathetic  that  they  had  to  succeed 
in  that  society  first  and  then  they 
had  to  come  over  and  work  and 
succeed  in  this  society  where  the 
values  are  so  different.  I  felt  that 
they  accomplished  quite  alot, 
where  as  before  I  didn’t  put  it  in 
that  context.” 

Kao’s  art  is  western  by  any 
standard,  being  Chinese  in  neither 
style  or  content.  She  therefore 
views  herself  as  a  potential  cultur¬ 
al  link  between  the  eastern  and 
western  art  world.  The  Chinese 
artists  “haven’t  developed  a 
highly  personal  idiosyncratic  view¬ 
point,”  Kao  feels.  American  art, 
on  the  other  hand,  may  be  too  in¬ 
dividualistic  so  that  “sometimes 
you  get  the  feeling  that  the  artist 
doesn’t  really  care  what  anyone 
else  thinks.” 

“I  feel  that  something  was 
missing  in  their  art,”  Kao  ob¬ 
serves  of  the  work  which  she  view¬ 
ed  of  artists’  between  the  ages  of 
40  and  50  years.  She  speculates 
that  this  may  be  attributed  to  the 


ten  years  of  intellectual  backlash 
during  the  Cultural  Revolution  — 
because,  she  asserts,  the  prime  of 
an  artist  normally  culminates  and 
is  developed  and  polished  between 
the  ages  of  30  and  50. 

“My  hypothesis,”  Kao  con¬ 
tinues,  “is  that  much  more  of 
their  humanity  comes  out  in 
human  relationships,  with  their 
families,  and  not  so  much  of  it 
surfaces  in  their  art.  The  feelings 
between  people  are  very  highly  de¬ 
veloped. 

“The  things  that  I  saw  did 
not  seem  to  have  overt  political 
messages.  A  fair  number  of  artists 
who  worked  figuratively  would  go 
and  visit  various  national  minor¬ 
ities  and  paint  their  portraits. 
Their  technique  was  beautiful, 
and  there  was  certainly  a  sensitiv¬ 
ity  for  their  sitters  —  that  is,  a 
feeling  for  the  person’s  psycho¬ 
logy.  But  they  also  seemed  to  have 
rules  about  what  are  good  subjects 
for  art,  and  obviously  this  was  one 
of  them.  They  still  have  ideas 
about  what  subjects  are  suitable 
and  then  beyond  that,  your  mind 
just  didn’t  go.” 

Individualism  in  the  U.S., 
Kao  postulates,  is  “extolled  as  the 
highest  virtue  for  an  artist.  The 
more  personal  it  is,  the  better.  The 
history  of  art  is  different  there. 
Art  is  studied  more  by  copying  the 
old  masters.  The  artists  would  not 
strive  for  their  own  style,  instead 
it  would  come  eventually.” 

Another  comparison  Kao 
draws  is  the  degree  of  competitive¬ 


ness  in  art  between  the  two  na¬ 
tions.  According  to  one  Chinese 
artist,  “It’s  different  here  when 
you  have  an  exhibit.  People  come 
and  look,  and  they  like  you  work, 
but  after  that  it’s  over  with.” 
Kao,  whose  attitude  is  probably 
more  representative  of  the  Wes¬ 
tern  art  world,  says,  “When  I 
have  an  exhibit  I  always  hope  or 
wish  that  it’s  going  to  lead  to 
something  else  whether  it’s  some 
critical  view  in  the  newspaper  or 
some  gallery  connection.  It 
doesn’t  seem  enough  just  to  have 
an  exhibit.” 

Kao  would  like  to  exhibit  in 
China.  People  there  are  very  re¬ 
ceptive  to  art,  she  says,  simply 
because  visual  images  aren’t  as 
pervasive  as  in  the  U.S.  “Here, 
there  is  television,  newspapers, 
magazines,  and  movies  —  we’re 
bombarded  with  images.  China 
hasn’t  reached  this  stage  of  proli¬ 
feration  of  media  as  we  have,  and 
so  people  are  more  interested  in 
painting.  Whenever  anything  is 
going  on,  whether  it’s  a  display  of 
black  and  white  photos  on  the 
bulletin  board  in  a  park  —  I  re¬ 
member  a  series  of  pictures  which 
included  the  White  House,  the 
Eiffel  Tower,  and  some  foreign 
cities.  People  were  really  crowding 
around  to  look  at  them  —  they’re 
starved  for  images.  You  give  them 
a  little  bit  and  they’ll  flock  around 
and  spend  alot  of  time  looking  at 
it  because  there  isn’t  that  much 
else  going  on  that’s  competing  for 
their  attention.”

If,  for  example,  your 
taxable  income  is  in  the  30  percent 
bracket,  you  would  be  better  off 
buying  a  higher  yielding  taxable 
Treasury  bill.  (These  are  subject 
to  federal,  but  not  state  or  local 
taxes.)  Or,  if  you  are  a  retiree  with 
minimal  tax  obligations,  there  will 
be  little  benefit  from  investing  in 
All  Savers  Certificates. 

Another  item  for  considera¬ 
tion  is  the  question  of  liquidity. 
These  certificates  require  a  com¬ 
mitment  of  12  months,  a  relatively 
long  period  while  the  economy  is 
in  turmoil.  Unless  you  can  afford 
to  do  without  this  money,  use 
other  high  yielding  investments 
and  forego  the  tax  exemption. 

Most  of  all,  seek  further  in¬ 


formation  to  determine  whether 
you  can  reap  the  benefits  of  All 
Savers  Certificates. 

Subjects  for  future  discussion 
are: 

Money  Market  Funds;  proli¬ 
feration  has  created  unhealthy 
competition  for  higher  payout 
rates. 

Real  Estate:  a  good  invest¬ 
ment  at  the  present  time?  Pro¬ 
bably  not. 

Interest  Rates:  the  trend  ap¬ 
pears  headed  down,  albeit  slowly. 

Gold,  Silver  and  Other  Col¬ 
lectibles:  similar  to  real  estate,  the 
boom  is  probably  over. 

Taxes:  plan  now  to  lessen 
taxes  for  1981.  Prepay  interest, 
donate  to  recognized  tax-exempt 
organizations  and  pay  off  ex¬ 
penses  in  the  current  years  rather 
than  in  1982. 

Individual  Retirement  Ac¬ 
counts  and  Keough  Plans:  a 
chance  to  make  a  tax-deductible 
contribution,  even  if  you  are 
already  participating  in  a  com¬ 
pany  plan.

were  also  found  in  bilingual  pro¬ 
grams  for  Asians,  according  to 
Fung.  The  latest  available  count 
showed  that  two-thirds  of  the 
3000  Asian  students  in  the  city’s 
school  system  were  enrolled  in 
these  programs. 

By  the  third  week  of  the  new 
academic  year,  the  following  pro¬ 
blems  existed  in  various  bilingual 
programs  for  Asians: 

Quincy  School:  Chinese  bil¬ 
ingual  program  for  grades  K-5. 
One  full-time  and  one  part-time 
teacher  were  in  charge  of  80 
kindergarten  students,  and  at  least 
one  kindergarten  class  exceeded 
the  maximum  teacher-student 
ratio  of  1  to  25  allowed  under 
state  law. 

The  Department  of  Implemen¬ 
tation  has  recommended  that 
kindergarten  staff  be  expanded  to 


two  full-time  positions. 

Baldwin  School:  Chinese  bil¬ 
ingual  program  for  grades  K-5  in 
its  first  year.  The  program  was 
without  books  or  supplies,  one 
teacher  and  one  aide  was  assigned 
to  the  program’s  62  students,  and 
one  class  numbered  30  students. 

The  part-time  teacher  who 
covers  a  morning  kindergarten 
session  at  Quincy  School  was  also 
assigned  to  cover  an  afternoon 
kindergarten  session  at  the 
Baldwin  School.  Because  the 
teacher  must  travel  from  the 
South  Cove  neighborhood  to 
Allston  within  the  half  hour  bet¬ 
ween  each  session,  she  is  given  no 
time  for  lunch  and  she  oftens  ar¬ 
rives  late  at  the  afternoon  session. 

In  anticipation  of  the  loss  of  the 
part-time  kindergarten  teacher  to 
the  Quincy  School,  parents  have 
begun  circulating  a  petition  calling 
on  the  school  department  to  either 


expand  the  kindergarten  after¬ 
noon  session  to  a  full  day  session 
or  allow  a  full-time  teacher  to  be 
hired  to  teach  kindergarten  part- 
time  and  elementary  subjects  the 
remainder  of  the  time. 

According  to  Fung,  the  school 
department  should  have  sufficient 
funds  to  hire  additional  teaching 
staff  for  the  various  bilingual  pro¬ 
grams,  because  of  306  bilingual 
teaching  slots  budgetted  for  this 
year,  only  240  have  been  filled. 

Because  no  program  books  or 
supplies  have  arrived  yet,  teachers 
had  to  borrow  materials  or  pur¬ 
chased  materials  themselves,  even 
though  they  will  not  be  reimburs¬ 
ed. 

Kent  Elementary  School: 

Chinese  bilingual  programs  for 
grades  1-5.  The  program  was  in 
need  of  an  additional  teacher  and 
aide,  and  in  at  least  two  cases  bil¬ 
ingual  classes  were  being  covered 


by  English  teachers. 

Brighton  High  School:  Viet¬ 
namese  bilingual  program.  As  in 
the  past,  more  them  100  Vietna¬ 
mese  students  were  being  taught 
by  one  or  two  certified  bilingual 
teachers  and  ESL  teachers.  Lack 
of  appropriate  programming  con¬ 


tinued  to  exist. 

English  High  School:  Southeast 
Asian  bilingual  program.  All  non- 
Chinese  and  non-Vietnamese 
students  continue  to  be  placed 
together  in  one  program,  evin 
though  they  may  not  share  ti  e 
same  native  language.
